U. S. PARTICIPATION IN RUSSIAN SETTLEMENT IS IDEA 
BEHIND PROPOSED HAGUE PARLEY. 


State Department officials withheld comment on news from 
Genoa that the economic conference is to be .spumed June 15 at 
The Hague, mainly in the hope of inducing the United States to 
participate. 
Unless Russia in the meantime accedes to the basic conditions 
laid down by Secretary Hughes on March 25, 1921, and again on 
May I, 1922, the American Government will engage in no traffic 
whatever with or on behalf of Russia. The Harding Administra­ 
tion’s policy toward the Soviet is dictated mainly by the views 
of Secretary Hughes and Hoover. Those views are in complete 
accord on the primary question of requiring basis for productivity 
and credit within Russia which Lenine’s delegates at Genoa have 
shown no sign of conceding. 
If between now and June 15 the 
Soviet experiences a change of heart many things are passible, 
but the change will have to be radical, fundamental and trust-; 
worthy to enlist America's interest. 
Europe’s anxiety to embroil the United States in its Russian 
troubles is well understood here, but our cards have been on the 
table face up long enough for both the Soviet and Europe to know 
exactly what the conditions for our participation are. 
Official Washington’s view, held for weeks, that the Genoa 
conference was tottering to an ignominious fall is considered to be 
fully vindicated by the events hastening to a sorry* conclusion.
